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Land Dealings 

r {E INQUIRY by Mr. James Baird, the assistant 
.deputy minister of municipal affairs, into real 
estate dealings by members of the Saanich assess¬ 
ment department, and his recommendations arising 
from it, open up much larger questions of conflict of 
interests and use of special knowledge, gained In of¬ 
ficial duties, for private gain. If as Reeve Hugh Curtis 
says this is a “grey area” in municipal administration 
as it relates to property transactions by employees, 
so it is through the whole field of real estate activity 
by officialdom, elected as uell as appointed, and not 
in the municipalities alone. 

In the Saanich instance no breach of the law was 
found; Mr. Baird thought it imperative, however, that 
employees be not only innocent of wrongdoing but 
beyond suspicion. And we do not have reason to 
imply that here or anywhere else in the province 
officials are or have been wrongfully using knowledge 
not .available to the public for their own financial 
benefit. But opportunities certainly, are open to the 
unscrupulous. 

Mr. Baird has suggested that municipal employees 
should be required by bylaw not to have real estate 
dealings in their own rqunicipalities except for their 
htjnes, and obliged also to disclose any purchases to 
council. He also recommends that councils should 
set conditions under which employees may or may 
not acquire tax-sale or municipal property. 

But if such laws are needed to govern property 
Investment by these employees of the people, is it not 
equally important that members of councils them¬ 
selves, and of advisory boards, be under similar rule? 
And civil servants? And even, perhaps, members of 
government? 

Even if they were, of course, the dishonest could 
still get around the law with some safety by means 
of dealing through outside accomplices. And making 
property ownership apart from a home a barrier to 
public office or employment would be an absurdity. 

Municipal elected representatives take an oath 
that they will not allow any private interest to influ¬ 
ence their conduct in public matters. Officers—gener¬ 
ally, the department heads—swear that they have not 
received and will not receive any payment or reward, 
or promise of such, for the exercise of any partiality 
or malversation, or other undue execution of office. 
Both these classes and all permanent employees take 
an oath of allegiance to the Queen. 

Perhaps, rather than singling out municipal em¬ 
ployees for a prohibition of one type of Investment in 
their own municipalities, the same object could be 
achieved throughout the public service by requiring 
all to swear that they will neither allow private In¬ 
terest to influence their conduct in public matters 
nor use for their own gain knowledge obtained from 
their office or employment which is not equally avail¬ 
able to the people they serve. 

This would clearly spell out the trust that could 
not be violated with impunity, and would probably be 
as effective in practice as restrictive bylaws, and with 
wider scope. 

Years of Service 

W/TTH Tlfe NEW cabinet changes Mr. Eric Mar- 
W tin, former minister of health and hospital in¬ 
surance, says he will disappear into oblivion. Not 
exactly that, for his imprint on the Socred regime 
since it first took office in 1952 has been strong and 
will leave lasting impact. 

The regret will be genuine that It is the state 
of his own health that has so depreciated as to neces¬ 
sitate his retirement from the political arena. 

Mr. Martin is one of the originals of the Social 
Credit movement in B.C., and has been one of the 
weightiest members of the Bennett government. The 
premier credits Mr. Martin with bringing him, Mr. 
Bennett, into the development which brought about a 
Socred government and himself into the leadership 
of the party. 

A controversial figure who seemed frequently to 
be embroiled in disputes regarding his department, 
Mr. Martin nevertheless bore a heavy burden in an 
area of government beset with never-ending problems. 
The health portfolio is not an easy one, and its com¬ 
plexities increased when hospital insurance was added 
to its responsibilities. The pressing need for hospital 
accommodation alone makes this one of the most im¬ 
portant obligations resting on the Bennett regime. 

Mr. Martin must be credited with a fine sense of 
public service all through the 14 years he has been 
a member of the government, which he has served 
well and faithfully and undoubtedly with the welfare 
of B.C. at heart. Mr. Bennett has just cause to regret 
his departure, and general good wishes will follow the 
former health minister as he seeks to regain his own 
health after a long period of office which probably 
contributed to his impairment. 

Cautious Prophets 

DASSENGER-CARRYING helicopter service on "a 
■* regular or scheduled basis” would not be profit¬ 
able in any part of Canada at this time, according to 
a department of transport appreciation of the 
situation. 

The transportation policy and research branch of 
the federal department has made a study of the pos¬ 
sibilities of helicopter services and has come up with 
a report that “on a self-sustaining basis” they/are 
“not yet feasible.” 

However, introduction of a helicopter flight sched¬ 
ule should be reconsidered in another five years in 
areas of major traffic potential, it is suggested. The 
Vancouver-Victoria area is one of them. 

Victoria, with perhaps unusual foresight, has 
equipped itself with a heliport site in anticipation of 
a service which will be encouraged by increasing high¬ 
way congestion, among other things. We should not 
he critical of over-hasty preparation for a development 
that is bound to come. For one thing we have prob¬ 
ably saved a substantial sum by anticipating the need. 
For another, the transport department could conceiv¬ 
ably be rather less than optimistic in its prediction. 

Inter-city centre-to-centre helicopter; services 
could 1* very much nearer than its cautious examina¬ 
tion of prospects indicates. The public,is generally 
prepared to pay, even liberally, for convenience.

Many people believe that foe 
U S A. is prepared to negotiate 
for peace, but that North 
Vietnam I* not. The December 
12 issue of Newsweek carries 
the report of an Interview with 
U Thant In which he has let 
some important cats out of this 
bag at confusion. 

The flrit of these is- that, 
between September 1964 and 
January 1965 — i.e. before the 
bombing of North Vietnam 
began — U Thant and Adlai 
Stevenson were working closely 
together for peace. They were 
able to make private arrange¬ 
ments with Ho Chi Mlnh under 
which the latter was prepared 
to aend an envoy from North 
Vietnam to Rangoon to meet a 
U.S. envoy to discuss negotia¬ 
tions for a peaceful settlement. 
The Burmese government had 
agreed to make all necessary 
arrangements for auch a private 
meeting 

The second ia that Adlai 
Stevenson was amazed and 
"mdaerable” when, after he had 
made all these arrangements, 
he was informed by his govern¬ 
ment that it was not prepared 
to cooperate; instead, the very 
next day the bombing of North 
Vietnam began. 

The third is that, since Adlai 
Stevenson's death, foe U.S. has 
denied that Stevenson was 
authorized to reject foe Ran¬ 
goon meeting! 

The fourth i* that, until he 
met U Thant In October 1966, 
President Johnson hsd been 
“still largely unaware cf foe 
essential facta of Thant's peace¬ 
making efforts” 

All this makes one realize 
that there may well be nn 
unified executive command in 
tha U.S.A. at aM, and that 
Johnson may be more of a 
puppet than we know. If this is 
so, who is really pulling the 
strings?

Chinese Crush New Tibet Revolt 
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By B. C. NAG, from New Delhi 

According to sources close to the Dalai l-aran. a lar^e* 
scale anti-Chinese uprising took place in Tibet last month, 
second largest outburst since 1959. That revolt culminated in 
the complete subjugation of Tibet by the Chinese and the 
consequent flight of the Dalai Lama to India. 

The most recent uprising was ruthlessly suppressed by 
the unequal Chinese military might, resulling in “several” 
casualties. Further details were not available. But from the 
meagre information at hand It Is believed there were 
reprisals. 

Some rebels who escaped into Bhutan and Sikkim have 
now crossed into India. They took shelter in the Darjeeling 
region of West Bengal. 

* * .* 

3he immediate cause of the revolt was said to be an 
attack launched by the Red Guards on Tibetan culture and 
religion. — 

In their bid to purgr the anti-Mao elements, bourgeois 
capitalists and other “reactionaries," the Red Guard directed 
their attacks on some top Tibetan officials who hitherto 
collaborated with the Chinese and also on some at the 
important lamas whom the Chinese had themselves 
promoted. 

According to Tibetan refugees in Darjeeling, the top 
religious officials purged include Radiog Rimpoche and 
Lhazum Rimpoche of the famous Sera monastery and 
Tadkjar Rimpoche of the Drepung monastery. Sera with 
Drepung and Ganden form Tibet's Big Three and they are 
next in importance only to the Potala monastery. Hie 
traditional seat of the Dalai Lama. 

Among the lay officials purged the most important Is 
believed to be Yamphael Pandatsang, a vice-chairman of the 


trade and commerce wing of the Tiliet Autonomous Region. 
Recently he was publicly humiliated and put under the 
charge of a Red Guard unit to work as a laborer. 

Another important target of the Red Guards’ attack is 
Radio Lhasa which is accused of anit-Mao activities. The 
radio is now so strictly controlled that it only broadcasts 
translations from Radio Peking. 

Many top Chinese officials, particularly those ’associated 
with Radio Uiasa and cultural organizations, figure in the 
purge. Fhi Tas Tung, head of the propaganda department in 
Lhasa, is the most important. 

* * * 

The only top Tibetan official who retains his post, but not 
his power, is Ngajou Nawang Jigroe. co-chairman of the 
Tibet Autonomous Region. He was one of the principal 
signatories of the 17-pSint agreement with the Chinese 
Peoples' Republic of May 23, 1951, which virtually handed 
over power to the Red Chinese. _ 

In their crusade against “old thinking, old ways and old 
culture," the Red Guards have issued a 20-point declaration 
monasteries and the stopping of all religicua practices, 
including the celebration of Halam, Tibet'* moat Important 
religion festival.

MOSCOW—In a harsh formal 
dvrlnration, th« Soviet govern¬ 
ment Thursday condemned Am 
•rican air strike* against the 
North Vietnamese capital of 
Hanoi. 

The latest outburst was the 
first Soviet attack of this nature 
In several months. 

Moscow assailed American air 
raids over the Hanoi area as a 
“cynical manisfestation of the 
aggressive policy of the U.S. Im¬ 
perialism, violation of Interna¬ 
tional law and gneenally recog¬ 
nized standards of human morals 
and htansmeness." 

(In Washington, the state de¬ 
partment denied that U.S. planes 
bombed within Hanoi'* city lim¬ 
its on either Tuesday or Wednes¬ 
day.) 

OlTRACES 

The Kremlin'* statement, car 
ried by the official Soviet new* 
agency Tass, said the US. 
“Crimea entail the gravert re- 
aponrtbBtty before the wortd " 
Moscow said these "outrages" 
call for condemnation from "ev¬ 
ery honest person.” 

While the declaration did not 
promise any new Russian re¬ 
sponse to the snutbeart Asia eri- 
ais. fit nevertheless suggested a 
possible harder Russian Kne on 
Vietnam in coming weeks. 
VOLUNTEERS 

The declaration, for example, 
reminded the Johnson adminis¬ 
tration or an even broader pool- 
icy statement put out at a meet 
ing of Communist nations in 
Romania last July. At that 
meeting the Soviet. Union and 
other Communist! countries 
pledged a wilUngneis to send 
“volunteers” to Vietnam at the 
request of Hanoi. / 

Moscow charged that Ameri¬ 
can mililary fjHions in tthe 
Hanoi area constitute a “new 
grave crime." The government 
said such actions "cause further 
aggravation of the international 
situation.”.

The Amalgamated Conservation Society, representing 14 
outdoors groups ami 14,000 persons on lower Vancouver Island, 
h s joined with the B.C. Wikillie Federation as an associate 
member und will work with the Federation in an advisory 
capacity to help form a new salmon fishing policy. 

Pacific Salmon Society, a comparatively new Vancouver | 
group interested in salmon problems, and members nf 
Amalgamated LYnscrvutkm Society met this week andla liaison , 
program i» being formulated. 

The Victoria Chamber of Commerce ha* resumed active 
participation in the Amalgamated Conservation Society. 

More liaison is to be sought between Salmon Unlimited of 
Campbell River and Save Our Salmon of Courtenay and both 
the ACS Of Victoria and Pacific Salmon of Vancouver 

The Fishing Chapter of Victoria Fish and Game Dub ha* 
voted to become a more active committee of the fish and 
Game Oub rather than, as it ha* been, almost a separate club 
«m its own. That means that fishing will play a bigger par, on 
the programs before general'membership meeting* 

Pacific Putters' Association, the organization of weekend 
and time-olf commercial fishermen, who have often been butt 
o attacks by sjKjrts fishermen, is considering joining with 
Amalgamated Conservation Society* salmon rehabilitation 
studies .-Hid'campaigns. 

It is likely the United Fishermen and Mlicd Work**™ Union 
will be invited to join with the Amalgamated Conservation 
Society and the Pacific Salmon Society in a combined effort for 
more satisfactory salmon rehabilitation projects. 

It also might happen that an exchange or ideas may bring 
about some relie. to Juan de Fuca Strait sports fishermen. 

Not all these groups see eye to eye on Ml problems, but 
they all think alike in a number of directions and co-operation 
ran bring about little but good. 

More salmon Is a common interest-of all. Park 
developpient is another. The B.C. Wildlife Federation will be 
able to give support and add weight to ACS proposal* regarding 
salmon fishing. The ACS will be able to benefit from the 
research the Federation has done on such problem* as pollution 
and park development 

While the two groups won't function as one they will 
each retain their own autonomy the exchange of information, 
discussion and combined efforts will be to the mutual 
advantage of each group. / 

'One of our weakest aspects has been our saltwater fishing 
policy.

While the greater part of my mail 
come* from readers who find them¬ 
selves in difficulty and need help with 
some specific garden problem, there is 
always a fair sprinkling -of friendly, 

chatty letteri from fellow gardeners 

who take a delight in passing on to me 
their own observations and experiences. 
These notes are of great value, apart 
from their warm friendUnesa, foe Z have 
picked up mtu moat useful tips in this 
way, and tt occurred so me I should 
perhaps ehare with you some of these 
readers' ideas. 

★ * * 

One of these neighborly correspon¬ 

dents, for instance, tells me lie had 
almost despaired of growing a decent 
lawn became of neighborhood dogs 
fouling the fraas. He tried everything in 
the book to discourage tsrfr visits but, 
in spite of bis efforts, his lawn was 
always mottled with disfiguring yellow 
and brown patches. 

He found a remedy by sheer chance. 
To olean out some dandeilcna, ptantatna 
and d at a t ea which had found their way 
Into hia lawn, be bought a Weed ex 
Wander Bar, a heavy wax "tog" 
Impregnated with 2,4-D wtedkffler 
which la dragged across tha lawn by a 
couple of cords. 

Not only did tte weedkiller bar UN 
off ail the broad-le af ed weeds In hia 
lawn but. to Mg surprise and delight, 


the dogs found the smell, of the stuff 
distasteful and the canme visits ceased. 
He tells me ijjs routine practice in his 
garden r*ow' to treat the lawn about 
once every second week with the 
Weedex bar. whether or not there are 
any weeds In it. 

Last spring a reader asked me to 
suggest some way she oould keep 
pheasants from scratching up and 
eating all her pea eeeda, and in my 
column I had to confess I didn't have 
any answer except to spread strawberry 
nets over She pea rows This brought 
several excellent suggestion*. 

One correspondent told me about a 
proprietory powder called Fly Past 
which la dusted on the peat before 
sowing, rendering the leads very bitter 
to ihe taste. He told me he hadn't had a 
smell of trouble ainoe he started using 
the Muff; moreover, tt works Just a* 
well to keep crows and blackbirds from 
taking earn seed. 

'♦ ★ e 

Unfortunately, I can’t tell you where 
to buy Fly Piet powder locally, as I can 
find it Hated only In a few U S. 
catalogue*. However, I am sure the 
active principle Is the same as that usod 
in the mouse and rabbit repellent!, sold 
under such names aa Skoot, Zip, No- 
Nib'l and Bunny Bay. These are 
harmless to plant and animal Hf# and 
should work aa well on seeds as on the 
bark of youig trees. 

Another render has an even more 


simple solution to the pheasant prob-u 
lem; she covers her sown rows with a. 
three-inch mulch of fresh lawn mow¬ 
ings. The peas — and com — will come 
up through, the layer of clippings, but 
the birds won't dig down through them 
to get at the seeds." ’

Slugs are always a problem in a 
garden where the toil is on ihe damp 
side, and never more so than in the 
strawberry patch, for these slimy 
brute* go for the ripe fruit in a big way. 
chewing hole* in toe shoulder* of each 
berry. On* of my regular readers 
seems to have run across a good 
defence agataat this pest, at leest for 
small backyard strawberry patches 
where it it practicable to give each 
plant individual attention. 

My friend save* all his tin can*, 
washing them and putting them through 
toe can opener a second time so both 
top and bottom are removed, leaving a 
hollow cylinder. In spring he places one 
these bottomless cam over each 
strawberry plant. The plant grows up 
through toe top and, when the fruit 
forma toe clusters, hang over to* rim at 
the can, well up and away from toe 
ground. 

He talk me not a stogie berry was 
nibbled last year by aluga, although 
nearby torostoa without prote c t i on were 
badly holed. Moreover, hit "oannsd"

Enraged Creditor Cries for Lynching

TORONTO (CP)—In a stormy 
session that brought frequent 
curses and even a cry for a 
lynching, creditor* of Pruden- 
tisl Finance Corp. Ltd. had 
their first meeting Thursday 
and learned that their position 


shapes up as even worse than 
hhd been expected. 

J L. Bidden, president of 
Clarkson Co. Ltd., trustee for 
the company placed in bank¬ 
ruptcy Dec. 5, told creditors 
that losses now known stand at 
$17,000,000 — and more will 
come. 

11 Warning. that it will take 
many more weeks to sort out 


details, Mr. Blddell said losses 
will run between $19,000,000 and 
$20,000,000. When Prudential Fi¬ 
nance was first reported in 
trouble a month ago,- it showed 
a book value of $25,000,000. 

The meeting, attended by 
about 800 of the 8,500 notehold¬ 
ers in Canada, heard expres¬ 
sions like "bloodsuckers,” 
"good - for - nothing gang¬ 


sters.” "corrupters” and “four- 
♦iushers.” 

When one speaker—who Iden¬ 
tified himself only as a Mr. Da¬ 
vis — called for a lynching, 
many applauded.

„ More salmon is a common interest of all. Park 
development is another. The B.C. Wildlife Federation will be 
able lo give support and add weight to ACS proposals regarding 
salmon fishine. The ACS will be able to benefit from the 
research the Federation ha* done on such problems as pollution 
and park development. 

While the. two groups won’t function as one they will 
each retain their own autonomy the exchange of information, 
discussion and communed efforts will be to the mutual 
advantage of each group. 

'One of our weakest aspect* has been our saltwater fishing 
policy. There i* drastic need to update our Federation's policies 
regarding saVwater fishing.” Federation executive-director 
Howard Paish told ACS members last week, and he invited 
them to help form new fishing policies through the Victoria 
Klih and Game Club, which i* an ACS member and a member 
of the Wildlife Federation. 

Victoria Fish and Game Club, which has sometimes^been a 
rebel in Federation activities, will host the Wildlife Federation 
Convention scheduled for the Empress Hotel in May.

Prudential Losses Top $17,000,000 
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Enraged Creditor Cries for Lynching

TORONTO (CP)—In a stormy 
session thfh brought frequent 
curses and even a cry for a 
lynching, creditor, of Pruden¬ 
tial Finance Corp, Ltd. had 
their first meeting Thursday 
and learned that their position
